in effect until next Tuesday morning. 

The Clearing House Association is 
composed of the First National bank, 
the Citizens & Southern National and 
the Fulton National. 

The action was taken at a meeting 
of the clearing house directors after 
they had conferred with Governor Eu- 
gene R. Black, of the Federal Reserve 
bank, and had received the president’s 
proclamation and the regulations of 
Secretary of the Treasury William H. 
W oodin. 

Immediately after the clearing house 
acted, officials of the federal reserve 
bank notified member banks of the 
president’s action and prepared to ship 
currency to these institutions so that 
all may have it by Monday morning. 

Employers may obtain funds to 
meet their pay rolls today by furnish- 
ing their-banks with a certificate of 
purpose. The same certificate will be 
required of those desiring to 
chase foodstuffs but the funds for 
food will be given only if the mer- 
chandise is for immediate delivery. 

The Talmadge proclamation was is- 
sued several hours before President 
Roosevelt decided to prolong the mod- 
ified national holiday, it being issued 
at the request of the country bankers 
after a long session with the chief 
executive. 

JThe governvr said his holiday or- 
der .vas issued for the benefit of those 
banks which can under the president’s 
orders, and desire to make use of it. 
adding that it was not an enforced 
closing. 

The proclamation of the governor 
follows: 

“The proclamation heretofore grant- 
ing an extension of thea holiday for 
banks in the state of Georgia is ex- 
tended through Monday. March 13. 
1933, and until business hours of Tues- 
dav. March 14, 1933.” 

The governor explained that the 
holiday was renewed at the request of 
the Georgia Country Bankers Associa- 
tion and not at the request of city 
institutions. 

“The country bankers have not had 
time to get their scrip in readiness. 
and many of them cannot open until 
after Monday,” the chief executive 
said. “Therefore, I am extending the 
holiday to suit the needs of the various 
institutions.”

What the Bank Bill Does 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—(UP)—The emergency banking bill 
passed today by the 73rd congress does the following things to the 


nation’s financial structure: 


1—Expands almost without limit, if needed, federal reserve bank 


notes backed by sound collateral. 


2—Confers virtually absolute power on the president to deal with 


the banking situation, 


3—Confers powers to force hoarders to give up gold. 
4—Continues the gold embargo. 

5—Legalizes everything the president has done during the crisis. 
6—Empowers him to issue any banking regulations he deems 


necessary. 


7—-Declares the existence of an emergency, the effect of which 
is to give war-time powers to the president throughout the emer- 


gency. 


8—Creates federal “‘conservators’’ who will act as bank receivers 


in untangling affairs of weak banks. 


9—Empowers the president to set up a licensing system for banks. 
immediate distribution of releasable 


10—Authorizes 
closed banks to depositors. 


11—Provides for Reconstruction Finance Corporation aid 


financing reorganization of banks.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—()— 
President Reosevelt tonight declared 


dinary power given him by hurriedly 
enacted emergency law to proclaim an 
extension of the national banking holi- 
day until further notice. 
Immediately there were reports in 
high quarters that the holiday was to 


allow a full check-up of banks judged 


sound. _it was speculated that the 
suspension in banking would extend 
over Saturday’s half holiday and end 
ou Monday at the latest. , 

Even as Mr. Roosevelt signed his 
proclamation at 10:10 p. m. tonight, 
huge preparations went forward to 
put into effect the currency expansion 
proviso of the pew emergency bank- 
ing act. 

Providing also almost “dictatorial 
power to open sound barks and reor- 
ganize others, the bill was signed by 
the chief executive’ amid dramatic 
scenes at 8:36 p. m. Congress called 
In special s@ssion. responsive to his 
wishes, had rushed the weasure 
through its ponderous machinery with- 
in eight hours after listening to his 
plea that “our first task is to reopen 
all sound banks.” 

Even as he opened his holiday-ex- 
tending proclamation, another special 
message recommending new legisla- 
tion wa: in preparation at the White 
House. 

These actions climaxed a day of 
tumultuous events in the national cap- 
ital. With the president’s special 
message read before the senate at 
12:37 p. m., Mr. Roosevelt's promised 
“action” came in a dazzingly rapid se- 
ries of events. 

The full text of the proclama- 
tion issued tonight by President 
Roosevelt follows: 

“Wheréas, on March 6, 1933, 
I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, presi- 
dent of the United States of 
America, by proclamation declar- 
ed the existence of a national 
emergency and proclaimed a bank 
holiday extending from Monday, 
the 6th day of March, to Thurs- 
day, the 9th day of March, 1933. 
both dates inclusive, in order to 
prevent the export, hoarding or 
earmarking of gold or silver coin,

STREET SURPRISED 
AT ALDRIGH PLANS 


Drastic Program of 
Banking Reform Pro- 
posed by Leader. 


NEW YORK, March 9.—()— 
Wide-eyed Wall Street looked toward 
Washington today and pondered the 


legislative chances of Winthrop W. 
Aldrich’s plan to change the set-up in 
| the financial heart of the western 
| world. 

| Aldrich, who is head of the Chase 
National bank, the largest in the 
world, and is brother-in-law to John 
D. Rockefeller Jr., proposed last 
night the most drastic program of 
banking reform that has €ver ema- 
nated from Wall Street. 

Not only would it divorce deposit 
and investment banking completely, 
but it would go far beyond even the 
' Glass bill, which hitherto has met 
much disfavor in Wall Street. One 
effect would be to curb severely the 
activities and power of leading pri- 
v-'3 banking firms, notably J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 

It would forbid private bankers to 
take deposits or to be directors of 
banks of deposit. Members of the 
Morgan firm are directors of some of 
the largest commercial banks of the 
country and hold important deposits, 
foreign and domestic. 

There was a feeling in some parts 
of Wall Street today that congress 
would give close consideration to the 
Aldrich proposals. They adopted the 
spirit of the Glass bill, which advo- 
cates the separation of banks and se- 
eurity affiliates, and extended it fur- 
ther. 

The program, designed to rid com- 
mercial banking of any “spirit of 
speculation,” astonished many in Wall 
Street. It involves the inclusion of 
all commercial banks in the federal 
reserve system. 

The Aldrich plan would necessitate 
further changes by his own bank. For 
instance, among its directors are sev- 
eral members of private banking 


their directorships. Aldrich advo- 
'eated small boards’ of directors for 
commercial banks. Chase National 
has 78 directors, one. of the largest 
numbers of any bank. 

Winthrop W. Aldrich is the second 
if his family to advance drastic bank- 
ing reform, 

His father, the late United States 
Senator Nelson W. Aldrich, of Rhode 
Island. was one of the authors of the 
_Aldrich-Vreeland act after the 1907 
panic. 

Although the Aldrich-Vreeland act 
was repealed when the federal re- 
serve svstem came into being, Wash- 
ington leaders are now looking to it 
for a basis of new emergency legisla- 
tion to issue more than $2.000.000.- 
000 of currency backed by the liquid 
assets of banks. 

The elder Aldrich was himself a 
banker.

WHAT’S YOUR ATTITUDE 
TOWARD MICROBES? 

A man named K... has made his 
pile in the plumbing trade. As a boy 
he was a bit backward in school, not 
because his I. Q. was low but probab- 
ly because his teachers’ pedagogic art 
was undeveloped. One day young 
K ... came along with a bag of as- 
sorted rusty nails, nuts and tacks. 
Another boy of his own . age but 
brighter in school had a_ bag of | 
‘ . soon convinced this 
brighter boy that one could do won- 
derful things with nails, nuts and | 
tacks, and effected a painless exchange 
of junk for marbles, 

I cast no reflection on the plumb- 
ing trade when I say that eyery lay- 
man has a bag of marbles to begin 
with. And every charlatan has a 
package of junk to dispose of. There 
is the problem. You tell me the an- 
swer. 

One charlatan, let us say, offers a 
powerful probang for sweeping mi- 
crobes out of the esophagus, the 
bristles so keen and accurately em- 
bedded that they impale and severely 
punish each and every germ that hap- 
pens to be hanging round when you 
make your regular morning and eve- 
ning esophageal toilet. Most amazing 
of all, you can become the proud and 
suecessful owner of one of these per- 
fected probangs at just ualf the price 
of ordinary probangs, thus effecting

a substantial saving in your esopha- 
geal hygiene. All this may sound 
rather silly to the hardheaded wise- 
acre. but to my mind it is just as 
sensible as is the common practice of 
the laity in the use of antiseptic reme- 
dies. 

On the theory that constant reitera- 
tion of the idea makes people believe 
it is so, I beg te call attention once 
more to a fundamental scientifie prin- 
ciple: 

Disease germs do no actual harm 
until they have invaded the tissues. | 

That means that the mere presence 
0: disease germs on the surface of the 
body, either on the skin or on the 
mucous membrane lining nose, throat 
or other passage, does not account for 
any illness. Not until the germs have 
made their way through some break 
in the surface and gained a foothold 
within the organ or structure con- 
cerned, can we say they are causing 
trouble. 

Now I beg to call attention to an- 
other principle which holds absolutely 
true as far as our present knowledge 
goes : 

No medicine or chemical as yet dis- 
covered will destroy germs or appre- 
retard their activities in the 
body tissues or in the blood, without 


tissues or the blood. 

A normal 12-vear-old childs reae- 
tion to this teaching may well be the 
question: Then why do doctors ad- 
vise the use of antiseptics for sore 
throat, colds and flu? 

Besides, a lot of adults have the 
mental development of the normal 12- 
year-old child. 

I have left just enough room to 
mention one good reason why doctors 
prescribe antiseptic gargles, sprays 
and the like in the treatment of cri. 
Such remedies have no influence on 


discharges, and so to prevent the 
spread of the infection to other per- 


sons.

ate enacted it at 7:23 p. m., exactly 73 
minutes later his signature was placed 
upon it.. 

Even as he signed the banking bill 
tonight, the chief executive was pre- 
paring new legislative requests to be 
sent to Capitol hill tomorrow.

SHOUTING SERMONS 
UF NEGROES FADING 


NEW YORK, March —‘Halle- 
lujah!” and “Amen, brother!” are dis- 
appearing as distinctive features of 
the negro church service, says a re- 
port made ‘public by the Institute of 
Social and Religious Research under 
the title “The Negro’s Church.” 

It is the result of a two-year sur- 
vey of 794 churches by Benjamin 
Ellijahmays and Joseph William 
Nicholson, negro ministers and so0- 
ciologists. 

More than three-quarters of the 
sermons are “abstract, other-worldly 
and imbued with a magical conception 
of religion,” the report finds, but 
the minister is having increasing dif- 
ficulty in “getting the people to shout 
and say ‘amen.’ ” 

Too Many Churches. 

“The shouting, highly emotional 
sermon cannot survive except in an 
atmosphere where the response is 
spontaneous and warm,” the authors 
declare, “and two years’ observation 
during the period of this study would 
lead one to believe that the ‘shouting’ 
sermon is rapidly on the wane. 

“A minister has to work too hard 
to get a verbal response.” 

The authors find that there are 
too many negro churches.

The Tools of the Expert 


The expert Contract player has 
many weapons at his disposal. In 
playing the Dummy he has a bag of 
trick-plays which are dependent upon 
opponents’ mistakes, as well as an- 
other kit filled with legitimate plays 
of all sorts. including end-plays and 
squeezes. His play of the Dummy is 
characterized by a rigid adherence to 
the laws of percentages—in other 
words, rather than try to guess a 
finesse, he will first employ every 
effort either to set up a side suit for 
a discard or, if that fails, to find a 
legitimate squeeze play. The hand 
below was played at Crockford’s Club, 
New York, by Mr. Oswald Jacoby, 
who needs no introduction to readers 
of this column.

The dough- 
boys were still straggling home to 
waiting firesides and families. Base- 
ball was just before beginning ‘its 
mauve decade, and Frank, the great 
discoverer, had emerged from the by- 
ways and hedges with a ball club that 
was destined to win another Southern 
league pennant—Frank’s last, by the 
way. 

It was while playing for the Camp

Ivy 
was fresh out of Auburn, where he 
played baseball under Mike Donahue, 
the old football coach, along with 
Johnny Suggs, the southpaw upon 
whom Frank’s covetous eyes also had 
fallen. Jimmy Dykes, then a callow 
youngster, had just been sent down to 
him by his close friend, Connie Mack, 
and he had yanked Chick Galloway 
out of the old Southeastern league to 
play short. 

GOOD PITCHERS. 

He had some good pitchers—John- 
ny Suggs, Joe Thorburn, Ray Roberts 
and Dan Boone, the latter from Uni- 
versity of Alabama. Lena Styles, 
also of the university, and Bob Hig- 
gins, now an umpire, were the catch- 
ers. Damrosch was on third and 
Dykes played second. Hardin Hern- 
don was in left field, the immortal 
Sammy Mayer in center and right field 
was a sort of open forum for a while 
with Elmer Oliphant, then Milton 
Reed, who played it best of all, and 
lastly Bing Miller, whom Mack sent 
down late in the season. 

“That was the best hustling club 
I ever played on and Sammy Mayer 
at that time was the greatest center 
fielder I ever saw,” said Ivy. None 
of the fellows had very healthy batting 
averages. Dykes hit .240, Galloway 
.260 and Griffin, hilmself, led the club 
with the modest mark of .303. The 
ball was not lively then, and the pitch- 
ers had more latitude. They could 
rough the ball to a _ fare-thee-well, 
scratch it, moisten it and shine it. 
But some of them were so good, they 
didn’t have to resort to that. 

Most of the players on that club 
are no longer in baseball. Suggs and 
Mayer retired comparatively early aft- 
er brief big league trials. Lena Styles 
applied to the Crackers for a catching 
iob this year. Only Griffin. Jimmy 
Jykes, Bing Miller and possibly a few 
others are active. Boone managed a 
club and played first in the,Piedmont 
league the last Ivy heard of him. 

“That the 1919 club was the most 
economical Atlanta ever had. Frank 
signed all the young players cheap and 
had fine attendance,” Griffin said.

the way cf her marrying him. If he is 
half as good as his girl believes him 
to be, hér family will come quickly to 
realize the mistaken estimate they 
have made of him, and granting that 
they have any justice or fairness in 
their natures, they will do their best 
to make amends for the injury they 
have done him. 


After all, it is the girl herself 
who must live with the man she 
marries and she should be free to 
make the decision as to whom he 
shall be. Interfering parents can 
only justify their interference on 
one or two grounds: one moral, one 

ysical. If they know a suitor to 

an immoral man, it is certainly 
their duty to interfere with their 
daughter’s marriage to him. If they 
know him to be physically unfit, it 
is no less their duty to do all in 
their power to prevent their dauzgh- 
ter’s marriage. Beyond those points 
they have no right to go. 


For a mere matter of pride in hav- 
ing their daughter marry a man who 
is well born and well bred they cer- 
tainly haven’t any right to beleaguer 
and belabor her. And it will do them 
good to ruminate on this sad fact: 
that the parents who have every ad- 
vantage over a child when she is un- 
der their roof and dependent on’ them 
for support will, in the course of hu- 
man events, have to look to that child 
when old age shall have turned the 
wheel of life and they are dependent 
upon her for love and sympathy, if 
not for actual support. There is a lot 
of sentimental bosh indulged in by 
people about social distinctions in this 
land of democracy. It does us all good 
to remember the platitude that there 
are three generations from shirtsleeves 
to shirtsleeves and.it’s a lot better to 
catch a man on the upgrade than to 
catch one on the downgrade. A clean 
blood stream and a clean heart are the 
best equipment any man can have, 
Born in a hut or born in a fine 
house, it matters not which, the man 
with health and character will create 
his own aristocracy.

Shown in Prices of Cotton 


BUILDING IN SOUTH 
SHOWS BiG GAIN 


BALTIMORE, March 9.—(?)—A 
40 per cent increase in construction 
contracts in the south last month, as 
compared with January, and a 55 per 
cent gain over February of last year 
were reported today by the Manu- 
facturers Record. 

The total amount of February con- 
tracts this year was $27,390,000. For 
January the total was $19,472,000 
and for February, 1932, it was $17,- 
604,000. 

The Record also said the total value 
of contracts since the first of the 
year was $46,862,000, as compared 
with $35,891,000 for the first two 
months of 1932, representing a gain 
of 30 per cent. 

Contracts let last month for indus- 
trial plants generally, filling stations, 
garages, bus and truck terminals, 
levees, sewers and waterworks 
amounted to $9,019,000. The biggest 
single project was a $2,000,000 ail 
pipe line in Oklahoma. 

General building for such projects 
as apartment houses, hotels, bank and 
office buildings, churches, dwellings 
and stores entailed contracts valued 
at $1,279,000 in February, as com- 
pared with $1,215,000 in January. 

Dredging rivers, inland waterways 
and harbors on the Atlantic coast and 
the gulf coast called for contracts 
totaling $2,679,000. 

February's road and street paving 
contracts amounted to $8,750,000, de- 
spite the fact the building programs 
of. many states have been held in 
abeyance pending legislative action. 

A marked gain was shown in pub 
lic building awards. Last month they 
amounted to $8,341,000, as compared 
with $5,804,000 in January.
